The casts of the thirteen staters from your Collection 
together with the three from the Bodleian Cabinet, arrived in 
good condition. I thank you very warmly for the trouble you 
have taxen to have them made for me. 


The Ammon head is of. a type for which I hed no cast, al- 
though I did have a reproduction; I am, consequently, very glad 
to have it. The Zeus head, as you doubtless know, has the in- 
_ scription EAZUGEPIOS; the symbol on the reverse is the squatting 
satyr. One or two of the others are not at all common. The 
Bodleian staters are all of the usual types. 


I am enclosing a photogreph of three of the pieces which 
seem to have identiaal reverses, and I am wondering wether I 
have insdvertently mixed the casts when mounting them,or whether 
in making the impressions there has been a mistake in,numbering, 
I have numberea them 1, 2 and 35 for clarity in your referring to 
them This is a rather important question because if these 
pieces do have reverses from the same die, it establishes a con- 
nection I have been very anxious to make and 1 should, therefore, 
appreciate your further courtesy in advising me fully. 


Do you happen to know if Sir Arthur Evans is in England at 
present? 


If I can in any way be of service to you in securing casts 
of pieces which may be in our Collection, I trust you will feel 
that I shall be very glad to do anything in my power.

See Jameson 299] where the symbol is not off flan, The head 
gith the rollea hair, with a symbol which does resemble an 
Oval ouckler is, however, a laurel leaf, (Hunterian 45). 
Neither of these types are common or frequently met with; and 
even though the reverses may be oxidized, they are very desir- 
able specimens for a collection. 


May 1 again express my anpreciation of your kiddness 
in taxing the trouble you have to send me these casts; 1 hope 
some day to have the pleasure of thanking you personally.
